Chairman  and  members  of  the  Sanitary 
and  Highways  Committee  for  the  interest  and  co-operation  you  have  shown 
during  the  year  and  I am  most  grateful  to  Mr.  Mears,  who  is  responsible 
for  most  cf  this  report.

3.  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

Ampthill  is  in  the  southern  half  of  the  County  and  is  approximately 
midway  between  Bedford  and  Luton.  The  town  is  placed  on  highgground, 
but  pleasantly  screened  by  well  wooded  countryside  to  two  elevations; 
the  district  is  situated  in  a part  of  the  County  noted  for  its  fine 
woodlands  and  scenery,  and  Ampthill  itself  is  well  known  for  its 
buildings  of  architectural  interest. 

Ampthill  Station  has  now  been  closed  to  passenger  and  goods  traffic, 
the  nearest  railway  station  now  being  situated  at  Flitwick,  about  two 
miles  distant.  The  United  Counties  Omnibus  Company  operate  in  this 
area  and  surrounding  district. 

The  district  is  mainly  residential  with  a few  light  industries, 
including  a laundry,  agricultural  and  motor  engineering  and  a firm  of 
refrigeration  engineers. 

During  the  year  the  eight  aged  persons  bungalows  at  "The  Poplars" 

Saunders  Piece  have  been  completed  and  occupied. 

Private  development  continued,  particularly  on  the  Glebe  Road  Estate 
which  accounted  for  the  majority  of  dwellings  completed  during  the  year.  A 
new  estate  to  be  knovn  as  Holland  load  was  started,  off  Flitwick  Road,  and 
outline  approvals  for  the  development  of  further  land  were  granted.  During 
the  year  31  private  houses  were  completed  and  occupied. 

Many  of  the  inhabitants  travel  daily  to  Luton  and  Bedford  for  their 
employment,  particularly  in  the  f ctories  there,  but  others  are  employed  at 
Messrs.  J.R.  Ferguson's  factory  and  the  brickworks,  which  are  quite  nearby. 

The  local  cinema  was  converted  during  the  .year  and  is  used  as  a Head  office, 
stores  and  distributing  centre  for  a firm  of  Drapers.  The  remainder  are 
engaged  in  fanning,  market  gardening  and  other  employment  consistent  with  a 
small  town  of  this  size. 

Ampthill  Park  provies  facilities  for  cricket,  tennis,  hockey,  fishing  and 
a small  putting  gron  is  provided  in  an  area  set  aside  for  recreation,  where 
other  children's  playground  equipment  is  established.  Other  sporting  and  social 
activities  are  provided  by  the  Bowls,  Rugby,  Tennis,  Badminton  and  Netball  Clubs 
Choral  and  Dramatic  Societies  and  the  Ampthill  Town  Band,  and  mainly  for  the 
younger  people,  Scouts  and  other  Youth  organisations.

The  Service  provided  by  the  Bedfordshire  County  Council  has  satisfactorily 
met  the  demands  that  are  occurring.  It  covers  the  full  twenty-four  hours 
and  is  free  of  charge. 


In  addition  to  moving  emergency  cases,  ambulance  end  sitting-case 
car  transport  is  available  for  carrying  patients  unable  to  travel  by  other 
means  to  and  from  Hospitals  and  Clinics  at  which  attendance  is  necessary 
for  the  purpose  of  receiving  medical  treatment. 

Except  in  the  case  of  an  emergency,  the  request  for  an  ambulance  must 
be  made  by  a Medical  Practitioner  or  other  Authorised  Person.  This  should 
be  to  the  nearest  depot. 


The  Service  also  covers  the  removal  to  isolation  hospitals  of  patients 
suffering  from  infectious  disease.

7 . S UTULdY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  W AREA 
(a)  Rater  Supply 

The  Amp thill  Urban  District  Council's  Waterworks,  situated  at  Clophill 
has  three  boreholes  sunk  into  the  greensand,  which  supply  the  whole  of 
the  Urban  District. 

The  water  is  treated  for  hardness  with  Hydrated  Lime,  flows  through 
sedimentation  tanks,  filtered  and  treated  with  chlorine,  then  passed  into 
the  pumping  and  distribution  mains. 

Daily  tests  .are  carried,  out  for  hardness  and  residual  chlorine,  and 
at  monthly  intervals  bacteriological  examinations  are  made  of  samples 
t"kcn  from  various  points  in  the  area  of  supply.  In  addition,  periodical 
chemical  analyses  arc  made  of  the  raw  and  treated  water , and  it  is 
satisfactory  to  note  that  both  the  bacteriological  and  the  chemical 
examinations  have  revealed  a high  standard  of  purity. 

The  water  as  passed  into  supply  is  slightly  hard,  averaging  17-1 
parts  per  100,000.  It  has  no  plumbp-solvent  action.

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  are  sited  at  Abbey  Lane  and  consist  of 
the  following  - Detritus  and  Sedimentation  tanks,  rotary  percolating 
filters,  humus  tanks,  storm  water  overflows  and  sludge  lagoons.  The 
treated  effluent  discharges  into  the  Running  Waters  Brook,  which  enters 
the  Riv^r  Plitt.  During  the  year  the  extensions  to  the  Works  were 
virtually  completed;  the  additional  equipment  making  the  successful 
operation  of  the  Works  much  easier  for  the  Council’s  employees.

'(d)  Closet  acc ommod a ti  on 

The  majority  of  the  premises  in  the  town  have  water  carriage  systems, 
but  53  houses  with  no  sewer  available  are  connected  to  cesspools,  or 
septic  tank  installations.  Six  dwellings  (isolated  farm  dwellings  and 
cottages)  have  only  pa.il  closets. 


The  disposal  and  collection  of  house  refuse  continues  satisfactorily. 
The  Karrier  Bantam  7 cu.  yd.  side  loading  vehicle  has  buon  operating  very 
efficiently,  no  major  expenses  having  been  incurred  on  maintenance. 

A complete  weekly  service  is  given  to  all  premises,  except  for  one  or  two 
isolated  farm  dwellings,  who  are  catered  for  at  fortnightly  intervals. 

The  tip  at  Bedford  Road  is  rapidly  filling  up  and  the  Council  are  seeking 
alternative  sites,  preferably  within  the  District  or  within  a reasonable 
distance.  The  Tip  and  adjoining  area  is  regularly  treated  for  infestation 
of  rats,  mice,  flies,  crickets  and  other  pests. 


The  Council  do  not  operate  a cesspool  cleansing  service,  the 
occupiers  of  premises  drained  to  cesspools  make  their  own  private  arrangements . 


During  the  year  14  tons,  l6  cwt.  of  waste  paper  was  collected  and  sold, 
which  realised  a sum  of  466.12.7d.  The main  bulk  of  the  salvage  was 
derived  from  business  premises,  but  collections  were  made  from  householders 
in  the  district  by  the  refuse  collectors.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year 
the  Mills  notified  the  local  Authorities  that  they  were  unable  to  take 
further  now  material  due  to  overstocking  at  the  Mils,  but  it  was  hoped 
that  the  position  would  only  be  temporary.

A trained  operator  has  been  employed  to  carry  out  the  destruction 
of  rodents,  make  surveys  etc.,  and  take  such  steps  as  to  keep  infestation 
dawn  to  a minimum.  Regular  treatments  were  carried  out  at  the  Refuse 
Tip  and  Sewage  /orks,  and  domestic  and  business  premises  were  attended 
to  as  and  when  required.  Regular  surveys  of  ditches  and  streams  in 
the  District  generally  were  carried,  out  and  the  necessary  treatment 
given.  Tests  of  the  Sewerage  system  were  carried  out  in  accordance  with 
Ministry  instructions.
